In this auit Yasuzo Shiozama, a native of 
Japan, claimed to receive from the Indo- 
Ohina Steam Navigation Oo,: 4. certain 
leathor travelling bag ‘and its contents, the 
ptoperty of the plaintiff, or their value, or 
daruages amounting to the sum of $476 for 
detaining the eame. . 

Mr Gedge (of Messrs Johnson, Stokes and 
Master's office) appeared on behalf of the 
plaintiff, acd Mc Hastings (of Messrs Wot- 
ton and Deacon’s office) for the defendants. 

Mr Gedgé stated that his cliont shipped at 
Penang on board the Wingsang having had 
a dock passage given him by the agents of 
the: Company, Mosara, Boustead and Co, 
He went on board, with eight packegcs, 
one of which was the travelling bag in 
question, and tha steamer aniled on the 
evening ofthe J6th January. . On the 
January, sho put into Simgapore, sailing 
again the sama evening. After sailing, the 
plaintiff waa advised by two of the engineers 
to put the bag into the charge of the chief 
officer of the steamer as tho bag con. 
tained valuables, and accordingly, the 
same evoving, he handed the bag over 
to the chiof officer who placed it in -the 
mail room. On the. following doy. the 
plaintiff wished to place other three 
boxes in the mail room, and he asked 
the chiof officer to do so. This was done 
by the seound officer, but the plaintiff went 
into tho room with the sccond officer, sin- 
locked the bag and took out $10, and 
locked up ‘he bag again shd left it in the 
room. Prosumably, it remained on board 
‘the steamer_ti))_her_aerrival-in Hongkong 
on 2th January, whon the plaintiff went 
4o claim his boxes and bag. The boxes 
were handed over to him, but the bag was 
missing, and a search of the steamer by 
tho Water.Polica failed to discover it.
